A year or two ago we predicted 
that "one man who was going to 
emerge from this war with a first- 
rate militaiy reputation was Gen¬ 
eral Mikhalovitch. leader of the 
Yugoslav guerillas, but it looks as if 
he was going to be thrown 'into 
eclipse. He had the backing of the 
Yugoslav government in exile and 
the British and American govern¬ 
ments. Since Russia came in, a new 
army called the Partisans under 
General Tito (his real name is Josip 
Bro/.) has arisen under Communist 
auspices and v>ith the impudent 
aring peculiar to them the Com¬ 
munists have lied about and slan¬ 
dered the guerilla chief as pro-Ger¬ 
man. That is what they themselves 
were until Hitler attacked Russia. 
But they have formed a new govern¬ 
ment and it looks as if the Anglo- 
Americans for the sake of peace in 
the family will have to abandon 
Mikhalovitch. 


In the same speech in whio^ he ut¬ 
tered anotner warinng of the danger 
ot mtlation, ’ Mr, .Ring announced 
that further wage increases, in cer¬ 
tain instances would be allowed and 
that the cost of living bonus would 
be irozen to the basic wage.

The announcement from Victoria 
that British Columbia government 
had made a gift of 1,000,000 acres of 
land for the benefit of ex-service men 
who qualify under the Veterans’ Land 
.Act, 1942, was of more than general 
interest to the Peace River country, 
for in the 1 areas specified our district 
was mentioned as being included in 
the territory granted. ,Tn making the 
announcement the British Columbia 
government gave the lead to the Al¬ 
berta government, which it is hoped 
will seriously consider granting of 
laige tracts of land for settlement by 
returning soldiers. Not only will such 
action be an act of good faith with 
the men who are fighting to retain our 
peedom, but it would be a profitable 
transaction for the province. Under 
the British Columbia arrangement the 
land is -given outright and the provin- 
c al government receives no direct 
benefit, but the fact that it is estimat¬ 
ed $25,000,000 will be spent in pre¬ 
paring the land and homes for return¬ 
ing fighting men will benefit the peo¬ 
ple of the province directly and the 
government indirectly. 

By the action of relieving the fed¬ 
eral government of purchasing land, 
with the danger of inflated prices, the 
provincial government of British Co¬ 
lumbia has made certain the settlers 
will have the maximum amount avail¬ 
able for improvement of the land and 
provision of farm machinery and 
homes. The Act allows expenditure 
of $3,600 on the land and buildings 
and $1,200 for equipment, and the

Coyote Clean Up 
All Over Country 


{Reports come in from every part of 
tne country telling of the clean-up of 
coyotes which has been goirig on in 
recent weeks. It is profitable work, 
with good pelts ranging roend .$20. 
The most successful method seems co 
be hunting with 'hounds. Difficulty is 
•ecuring a good supply of ammunition, 
has been a handicap preventing an ev¬ 
en larger harvest. 

It i.s advised that hunting.-continue 
during winter mpnths for the spke of 
sheep and poultry producers, and also 
for revenue from pelts. 

Formerly the bounty of $5 a fiend 
on coyotes was paid during late 
spring and summer months, and 
shopped Oct. 31. This year the hoaeAg 
Kas been continued till December 15. 
So hunters who secured good pelts, 
plus the bounty, did very well. 

T t is understood that the municipal 
district pays a proportion of bounty 
costs, with pelts presented at the 
municipal office and earmarked. One 
difficulty that faces municipalities i.s 
that there is no absolute assurance, 
that the coyotes delivered are taken- 
within the municipality that pays its 
sba*e of bounty. However, the country 
generally is benefitted as the pests 
are reduced. 

One of the sayings is that the 
months in which the letter “r” occurs 
are the best months for pelts.
